basis. This was done when Chairman 
Akin asked the unanimous consent f 
the house Friday morning that the 

Sheppard substitute for the Lipscomb 
bill, known as house bill No. 6, which 
had been reported favorably by a ma- 
jority of the committee without know- 
ing whet was in it, be withdrawn from 
the house and recommitted. 

‘No objection was raised to this course 
and the committee was put in a posi- 
tion to take up the task of drawing 
a tax revision measure or of revising 
the Lipscomb bill so that they could 
get together on it. 

That the work of Chairman Akin in 
harmonizing the committee had not 
been without success was shown when 
the. committee met Friday afternoon 
in a seemingly more conciliatory mood 
than they had been before. Those who 
Were in favor of thorough-going tax 
reform were more willing to make 
concessions to conservatives and the 
open opponents of tax revision in any 
Shape seemed more willing to yield to 
the general demand for neform than 
they had been before. 

When the committee opened 
meeting, Mr. Swift, of Muscogee, who 
hes been classed as one of the most 
radical revisionists, submitted an 
amendment .o the Lipscomb bill, which 
he thought would meet the objections 
of .wi0se who hold taat the Lipscomb 
bill conferred tco much power on the 
State board. His amendment provided 
for arbitration of differences between 
individual taxpayers and the county 
boards and eliminates the appeal to 
the state board. 

Lipscomb Bill Read. 

At the suggestion of a number of 
members, the entire*Lipscomb bill was 
read: by the secretary, a thing that 
had not been done before, and the 
onsideration of it was taken up sec- 
tion by section. 

A snag was struck with the second 
eading of the first section, which pro- 
Nides for the creation of a state beard. 
Mr. McGehee, of Meriwether, who has 
meen regarded as opposed to any kind 
of tax revision, moved the striking 
of this section.

Augusta, Ga. July 18.—(Special)— 
While Richmond, Va., has just recov- 
ered from the throes resulting from 
the shock of the arrest of a woman 
wearing a “slit skirt,” Augusta, Rich- 
mond County, Ga., has just plunged 
headfirst and with wide-open eyes into 
the excitement of a ‘transparent 
skirt’’ arrest, but the Augusta woman 
was never carrried before the bar of 
justice, as was the Virginia woman.

With thermometers on Whitehall 
street flirting around the 100-in-the- 
shade mark and the weather bureau 
issuing statements that away up 
top of the Empire building the tem- 
perature was 97 degrees, the highest 
mark of the year, an individual clad 
in two flannel shirts, a heavy sweater 
and wearing two pair of trousers to 
protect his nether limbs, walked into 
the office of his “boss” and registered 
an awful Kick against the cold, and 


backed it up with the request that tne 
temperature be raised a few points so 
he woule not freeze to death. 

All this happened in Atlanta, as in- 
credulous as it may seem, and is 
vouched for by no less a person than 
a city councilman, despite the fact 
that it sounds like it might have hap- 
pened away up on the “Top,o’ the 
World,” where Peary’s banner floats 
amid the icy wastes. 

Just Freezing to Death. 

It was in the main office of the 
Atlanta Brewing and Ice company that 
the affair took place. President Albert 
Steiner and Chief Engineer Claud Ash- 
ley were sweltering and ‘“‘cussin’ and 
Ciscussin'”’’ the weather when in walk- 
ed Charles Hirsch, employed as a 
“cellerman” by the company. 

He looked like an Arctic explorer 
when he appeared, and his first words 
were a Kick about ‘freezin’ to death.” 

“Mr. Ashley,” he said, “this has got 
to be stopped. It’s so cold down in 
the basement that I can’t work, and 


on 


‘the temperature’s got to go up a few 


degrees.” 

In explanation it might be said that 
a “cellarman” in a brewery is one 
who works in the basement where the 
beer is fermented and where it is nec- 
essary to keep a temperature of some- 
thing like 30 degrees. Friday morn- 
ing the temperature, according to Mr 
Ashley had dropped to about 22 de- 
grees and the cellarman could not 
stand it. 

Everybody to Cellar Quick. 

All that happened was that Mr. 
Steiner and Mr. Ashley went to the 
cellar themselves and took advantage 
of what the employee had been pro- 
testing against.

Hottest Day in Years. 

Knoxville, Tenn., July 18.—Knoxville 
kad the hottest dav in twenty-six yeurs 
today when the mercury in the gov- 
ernment thermometers climbed to 100 
degrees. 

Only three times since 1879 has 100 
degrees ever been recorded here, tne 
last time on July 19, 1887. Six pros- 
trations were recorded, all among 
members of the state militia, who are 
holding their annual maneuvers near 


this city. 


Three Deaths in St. Louis. 

St. Lou's, Mo., July 18.—Three deaths 
and as many prostrations were caused 
by the heat here today. The govern- 
ment thermometer registered 102 de- 
grees at 3:30 p. m. one degree above 
the previous record of yesterday. 
Among the prostrated was Captain 
Henry Kinz, editor of The Globe- 
Democrat. He fell while walking in 
the street, but was revived at home. 
Clouds in the afternoon sent the mer 
eury racing downward, and at 9. 
o’clock it registered 85 desrees. 

Twelve Dead in Louisville. 

Louisville, Ky., July 18.—Five deaths 
and three prostrations, attributed to 
heat, were recorded in Louisville to- 
day. According to the thermometer at 
the local weather bureau the maximum 
temperature was 104 at 2 o'clock this 
afternoon. This was the highest tem- 
perature in Louisv ille this vear: 

Seven more deaths from the heat 
were reported late tonight. bringing 
the total mortality to twelve for the 
day. Several additional prostrations 
were reported. The temperature at 8 
o’clock tonight was $1 degrees. 


Heat Wave Kelieved. 

Chicago, July 18.—The heat wave 
over the central west was relieved in 
many sections today and _ tonight. 
While‘'some cities sweltered with tem- 
peratures exceeding 100 degrees, others 
were refreshed by moderate tempera- 
tures. Joplin, Mo., with 106, was the 
hottest city.

According to custom, the nominations 
were referred to a committee and will 
be reported tomorrow, but their imme- 
diate confirmation is considered cer- 
tain, and Judge Chambers is going 
ahead with plans for the board’s work. 
The judge will leave Sunday ni ight for 
New York to confer with representa- 
tives of the ratlroads and the em- 
ployees, and it is not likely that the 
controversy will be brought officially 
to the attention of the board before 
that time.

AGAINST RED FLAG 


The Seattle Headquarters of 
Socialists and Industrial 
Workers Sacked by Marines 
and Sailors From Fleet. 


RIOT FOLLOWS SPEECH 
BY SECRETARY DANIELS 


Not Knowing Local Condi- 
tions, Secretary Had De- 
clared Red Flag Has No 
Place in This Country. 


Seattle, Wash., July 18.—A _ party of 
United Statés marines and sailors from 
the reserve fleet, 
wearing the name bands of the cruis- 
ers Colorado and California, started 
tonight to “clean up the town,” as they 
expressed it, by attacking Socialist and 
Industrial Workers of the World head- 
quarters.

The contents of the 
buildings were dragged into the street 
and a bonfire made of them. 

A provost guard of fifty men from 
the fleet was hurried ashore in cut- 
ters to arrest all the men ashore. 

Building Is Sacked, 

The mob re-formed in thé northern 
part of the city after it had been dis- 
persed and went back to the socialist 
headquarters on Fifth avenue and 
sacked the place; destroying the furni- 
ture and a large quantity of socialist 
literature, 

Secretary of the Navy Daniels was 
dining on the cruiser West Virginia, 
the guest of Admiral Reynolds at the 
time the rioting began. 

About a dozen sailors, all young, 
were in the first wrecking party that 
got under way. They were aided by 
several members of the Washington 
naval militia and by a hundred civil- 
ians, who had made most of the noise.

The constitution sets aside half of the 
rental from the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road, and certain other specified funds, for 
the use of the common schools. 

If those stipulations of the constitution 
were observed, it is true that not all the 
teachers could be paid all that was coming 
to them promptly; but they could at least 
be paid a part. 

But those stipulations are not observed. 
They are ignored. Month after month, the 
rental from the state road, and funds from 
other sources are diverted to other pur- 
pose—to purposes of sheer upkeep, if you 
want the whole truth. 

The administration isn’t to blame, and 
it isn’t solitary in this policy. Every ad- 
ministration for many years has sanctioned 
the practice by diverting and kiting funds, 
and they have been driven to it because if 
they hadn’t done so the wheels of govern- 
ment would have stopped. The natural 
growth of the state’s expenses has com- 
pelled them to pursue this means of meet- 
ing increased appropriations from the legis- 
lature or hauling down the state’s flag.

We shall await with interest the publl- 
cation of a full report of the address re- 
cently made before the Anglo-Saxon club 
of London by Waltér H. Page, American 
ambassador to Great Britain. Dr. Page, ac- 
cording to the cabled synopsis, took the 
broad position that the distinguished func- 
tion of the Anglo-Saxon everywhere had 
been that of leadership. He pointed to the 
predominance of English and Scotch blood 
in the American presidency, and of the 
same strains in addition to the Irish in 
American mayors, members of congress and 
presidents of educational institutions. 

All this is true, and it is probable that a 
full study of Dr. Page’s speech will show 
that he went further. For he has a most 
remarkable opportunity to exhibit America 
to the world as the greatest melting pot of 
racial strains ip the history of civilization. 
We have fallen into the loose habit of de- 
claring that the Anglo-Saxon predominates 
in America. But does it? Go down the line 
of city directories from Portland to Port- 
land, not to mention the census digests of 
the rural precincts, and you will be startled 
by the sprinkling of foreign names that ap- 
pear. It is true that English, Scotch and 
Irish surnames appear in abundance. But a 
close analysis of the families back of them 
would show strata drawn from the four 
quarters of the globe. 

The students in our own country are, for 
instance, beginning to recognize that the 
north, the east and the west have largely 
lost their once-dominant Anglo-Saxon char- 
I: is freely admitted that the south 
is today the great reservoir of the Anglo- 
Saxon strain in all its purity. Even here, its 
racial integrity is beginning to yield under 
pressure of alien strains from Europe, not 
those strains that have just come over, but 
from families long resident in America. 

All this is inevitable, and it is healthy. 
So long as we keep separated the higher 
and the lower races, such as those of differ. 
ent colors, and the races that are hopeless- 
ly antithetical, racial admixtures are benefi- 
cial. America has, indeed, become the melt- 
ing pot nation of the world. Into it has been 
poured the best ingredients cast up by the 
tests and the ordeals of history. The com- 
pleted product is, we think, vet to be 
evolved. For, while there are clearly de- 
fined American types and traits, it is diffi- 
cult to put one’s finger on the man or 
woman that combines them. That is com- 
ing. When it arrives, it will be all the 
sturdier and more virile for the searching 
attention we are today giving to the ques- 
tions of health and eugenics.

A BORN MEDIATOR. 


The country is to be congratulated that 
President Wilson has appointed William L. 
Chambers commissioner of mediation under 
the Newlands act, just passed. The New- 
lands act and the machinery it creates may 
not be effectual in staying the strike of 
80,000 trainmen in the eastern half of the 
country. The president and his assistants 
at least have the consolation that they have 
done their utmost. And neither the rail- 
roads nor the trainmen nor any future par- 
ties with a grievance can challenge the 
striking fitness of Judge Chambers for the 
task to which he has been called. 

Judge Chambers’ qualities as a mediator 
were illustrated, locally, when he acted as 
umpire in the latest dispute between the 
Georgia. railroad and its employees. The 
hearing was long and tedious. The points 
at issue were many. Both sides were con- 
tentious. There was considerable doubt 
whether common meeting ground could be 
found and whether the two other mediators 
would support Judge Chambers. Yet when 
it came to the crisis, the diplomacy of the 
latter was found equal to the occasion. With 
a facility that was almost uncanny he mas- 
tered detail, segregated the essentials and 
impressed them upon all parties to the con- 
troversy. His quick and broad mind event- 
ually fixed upon the that 
brought peace. | 

These same attributeg have been dis- 
played in the other and larger quarrels in 
which he has been the master adjudicator. 
A man may possess what is crudely called 
the “judicial temperament,” and yet fail 
signally in the requirements of conciliation. 
He may be too inflexible, too. harsh, too 
ignorant of the human equation, too clumsy 
in handling emotions with the skill with 
which he can marshal facts. Judge Cham- 
bers is not of this uncertain fiber.

We make the prediction that if he is 
spared long enough, for he is now well ad- 
vanced in years, his appointment will mark 
an epoch in the history of the relations 
between capital and labor in this country.

And, by indirection, he 
will demonstrate the need of compulsory 
arbitration. And that principle is one in 
which the great third party, the public, now 
too often discounted in industrial disputes, 
is most vitally interested.

AND THE SCHOOLS 


(From The High School Quarterly.) 

The Georgia common schoo] system began 
in 1869 in the early part of the year, while 
the taxes were not collected until the fall. 
In this way for forty-five years the schoel 
system has been run on a credit, the teachers 
having to wait from three to eight months 
for their salaries. Many governors and leg- 
islatures have promised to remedy the evil, 
but nothing has been done, and as this issue 
of The Quarterly goes to press not a dollar 
has been paid by the state for the work of 
teachers for 1913. If the teachers get any 
pay for six months’ work, boards have had to 
borrow the money or the teachers have had 
to discount their vouchers ten to twenty per 
cent. 

Mr. Ashley, in the house last year, pro- 
posed a plan to put the state on a cash basis. 
The bill was favored by all the leading edu- 
cational forces of the state, but was defeated 
by representatives of some of the smaller 
counties that would have been most directly 
helped, for they levied no local school tax. 
All friends of education should rally this 
year in support of a similar bill. The. plan 
proposes to submit a constitutional amend- 
ment to the people authorizing the levy for 
one year of an additional mill tax to be used 
solely tor an educational school fund to ena- 
ble the state to pay its teachers at the end 
of each month. At the end of one year the 
state would have a cash balance and the levy 
would cease.

WHO STARTED FIRST 
SUNDAY SCHOOLS?

Robert Raikes, of England, is supposed to 
have established the first Sunday school .as 
we understand it. The forerunner of the 
Sunday school is of very ancient origin, and 
dates back into the dim past beyond any 
records, but these early gatherings for Bi- 


ble study were not of the character as we | 


understand Sunday schools today. Martin 
Luther, in 1§27, established several Sunday 
schools in Germany for the instruction of 
children and youths in reading the Holy 
Scriptures, and in the latter half of the same 
century Cardinal Borromeo organized ; sim!- 
lar schools throughout Milan. 

The modern Sunday schools, however, as 
an institution are usually considered to have 
been founded by Robert Raikes, editor of the 
Gloucester “Journal,” in 1781. His object 
was to prevent the profanation of the Sab- 
bath by the children of the poorer classes, 
and he engaged several women to instruct 
such children as he should send to them 
on Sundays in reading and the catechism, 
paying each of them a shilling for her day's 
work. His example was soon followed by 
other charitable persons, and in 1785 a so- 
ciety was formed for the encouragement 
of Sunday schools by pecuniary aid. 

This is the story as usually related of 
the founding of‘ our noble institution, the 
school. Investigators have taken 
away from Raikes considerable credit as to 
the idea having originated with him. There 
is pointed out to this day in Gloucestershire 
on St. Catherine street the house in which 
a Stinday school was established by Rev. 
Thomas Stock at least a year previous to 
1781. Many years ago a writer in a Glou- 


cestershire newspaper concluded: “I look 
upon that old house in St. Catherine street 
as a sacred relic which should be carefully 
preserved. It should be valued by the cit- 
izens as sacred and carefully as Stratford 
appreciates and preserves the birthplace of 
Shakespeare. Will our mayor, will our cor- 
poration, will the church.of England clergy, 
will their congregations, will the citizens 
of Gloucester, permit the birthplace of Sun- 
day schools to be removed, desecrated or de- 
stroyed?” 

But a still earlier mention: In the parish 
church at Brechin, Scotland, there is a tab- 
let bearing on this subject, so far as Scot- 
land is concerned, as follows: “Mr. Blain, 
about the year 1760, instituted a Sabbath 
evening school in Brechin, the first, it is 
believed, that was opened in Scotland.” 

From another source it would appear that 
Mr. Raikes was associated with Rev. Stock 
in this first Sunday school that was started 
in 1780, but through a disagreement as to 
the conducting he withdrew and established) 
one of his own, for there appeared in a 
Gloucester paper on December 17, 1864, the) 
following paragraph: : 

“The first Sunday school in Gloucester 
was opened in the year 1780, by Stock and 
Raikes jointly at the house of Mr. King ! 
St. Catherine's Parish. Mr. King was stew 
ard to Mr. Pitt, sometime M. P. for this cityZ 
and the house I allude to still stands. The 
second school was established by Mr. Ratkesm 
who had deserted the first, in the parish of 
St. Mary de Crypt in Southgate street, ang 
the third was opened at the back premises 
of No. 103 Northgate street by Mr. Stock 
singly.” 

Rev. W. H. Havergal, a rector of the 
Church of England, who investigated thé 
subject very carefully, is responsible for th 
following statement: “Whatever be the is 
sue of the question, so far as Mr. Stock 
and Mr. Raikes are concerned, there is 
town that can show that there was a Sun 
day schoo] that was established in {t full 
fourteen years prior to the formation o 
the school or schools at Gloucester. In th 
year 1769 a Sunday school was commence 
by Mrs. Ball at High Wycombe... She w: 
a lady of great -piety and of rather unco 
mon earnestness in doing good. Her custor 
was to assemble as many as thirty or for 
children on Sunday morning, to hear thet 
read the scriptures and repeat the catechis 
preparatory to going to church. She eo 
tinued the s¢hool for many years and als 
met the children every Monday to instru 
them in the principles of Christianity.” 

It matters little as to who establishe 
such a great work as the Sunday school, b 
quite frequently history and through i 
Statements organizations and the public ge 
erally, are prone to place too much glot 
upon one person where others are equa 
entitled to credit.

THE MELTING POT COUNTRY. 

We shall await with interest the publl- 
cation of a full report of the address re- 
cently made before the Anglo-Saxon club 
of London by Walter H. Page, American 
ambassador to Great Britain. Dr. Page, ac- 
cording to the cabled synopsis, took the 
broad position that the distinguished func- 
tion of the Anglo-Saxon everywhere had 
been that of leadership. He pointed to the 
predominance of English and Scotch blood 
in the American presidency, and of the 
same strains in addition to the Irish in 
American mayors, members of congress and 


presidents of educational institutions. 


All this is true, and it is probable that a 
full study of Dr. Page’s speech will show 
that he went further. For he has a most 
remarkable opportunity to exhibit America 
to the world as the greatest melting pot of 
racial strains ip the history of civilization. 
We have fallen into the loose habit of de- 
claring that the Anglo-Saxon predominates 


in America. But does it? Go down the line 


of city directories from Portland to Port- 
land, not to mention the census digests of 
the rural precincts, and you will be startled 
by the sprinkling of foreign names that ap- 
pear. It is true that English, Scotch and 
Irish surnames appear in abundance. But a 
close analysis of the families back of them 
would show strata drawn from the four 
quarters of the globe. 

The students in our own country are, for 
instance, beginning to recognize that the 
north, the east and the west have largely 
lost their once-dominant Anglo-Saxon char- 
I: is freely admitted that the south 
is today the great reservoir of the Anglo- 
Saxon strain in all its purity. Even here, its 
racial integrity is beginning to yield under 
pressure of alien strains from Europe, not 
those strains that have just come over, but 
from families long resident in America. 

All this is inevitable, and it is healthy. 
So long as we keep separated the higher 
and the lower races, such as those of differ 
ent colors, and the races that are hopeless- 
ly antithetical, racial admixtures are benefi- 
cial. America has, indeed, become the melt- 
ing pot nation of the world. Into it has been 
poured the best ingredients cast up by the 
tests and the ordeals of history. The com- 
pleted product we think, yet to be 
evolved. For, while there are clearly de- 
fined American types and traits, it is diffi- 
cult to put one’s finger the man or 
woman that combines them. That is com- 
ing. When it arrives, it will be all the 
sturdier and more virile for the searching 
attention we are today giving to the queés- 
tions of health and eugenics.

A BORN MEDIATOR. 


The country is to be congratulated that 
President Wilson has appointed William L. 
Chambers commissioner of mediation under 
the Newlands act, just passed. The 
lands act and the machinery it creates may 
not be effectual in staying the strike of 
80,000 trainmen in the eastern half of the 
country. The president and his aSsistants 
at least have the consolation that they have 
done their utmost. And neither the rail- 
roads nor the trainmen nor any future par- 
ties with-a grievance can challenge the 
striking fitness of Judge Chambers for the 
task to which he has been called. 

Judge Chambers’ qualities as a mediator 
were illustrated, locally, when he acted as 
umpire in the latest dispute between the 
Georgia railroad and its The 
hearing was long and tedious. The points 
at issue were many. Both sides were con- 
tentious. There was considerable doubt 
whether common meeting ground could be 
found and whether the two other mediators 
would support Judge Chambers. Yet when 
it came to the crisis, the diplomacy of the 
latter was found equal to the occasion. With 
a facility that was almost uncanny he mas- 
tered detail, segregated the essentials and 
impressed them upon all parties to the con- 
troversy. His quick and broad mind event- 
ually fixed upon the compromise that 
brought peace. 

These same attributeg have been dis- 
played in the other and larger quarrels in 
which he has been the master adjudicator. 
A man may possess what is crudely called 
the “judicial temperament,” and yet fail 
signally in the requirements of conciliation. 
He may be too inflexible, too. harsh, too 
ignorant of the human equation, too clumsy 
in handling emotions with the skill with 
which he can marshal facts. Judge Cham- 
bers is not of this uncertain fiber. Heis a 
born mediator, a man of gentle persuasion, 
but of a loyalty to principle that forces re- 
spect from the most rabid litigant. 

We make the prediction that if he is 
spared long enough, for he is now well ad- 
vanced in years, his appointment will mark 
an epoch in the history of the relations 
between capital and labor in this country. 
He will demonstrate the needlessness of 
strife and its cost. And, by indirection, he 
will demonstrate the need of compulsory 
arbitration. And that principle is one in 
which the great third party, the public, now 
too often discounted in industrial disputes, 
is most vitally interested.

THE LEGISLATURE 
AND THE SCHOOLS | 


(From The High School Quarterly.) 

The Georgia common schoo! system began 
in 1869 in the early part of the year, while 
the taxes were not collected until the fall. 
In this way for forty-five years the schoel 
system has been run on a credit, the teachers 
having to wait from three to eight months 
for their salaries. Many governors and leg- 
islatures have promised to remedy the evil, 
but nothing has been done, and as this issue 
of The Quarterly goes to press not a dollar 
has been paid by the state for the work of 
teachers for 1913. If the teachers get any 
pay for six months’ work, boards have had to 
borrow the money or the teachers have had 
to discount their vouchers ten to twenty per 
cent. 

Mr. Ashley, in the house last year, pro- 
posed a plan to put the state on a cash basis. 
The bill was favored by all the leading edu- 
cational forces of the state, but was defeated 
by representatives of some of the smaller 
counties that would have been most directly 
helped, for they levied no local school tax. 
All friends of education should rally this 
year in support of a similar bill. The plan 
proposes to submit a constitutional amend- 
ment to the people authorizing the levy for 
one year of an additional mill tax to be used 
solely for an educational school fund to ena- 
ble the state to pay its teachers at the end 
of each month. At the end of one year the 
state would have a cash balance and the levy 
would cease. 

Now this is a business-like proposition. 
It involves the issuing of no bonds and the 
payment -of-no interest. The rich state of 
Georgia does not need to issue bonds with a 
long term of interest. The additional 
would amount to 10 cents on the hundred 
dollars of taxable property.

WHO STARTED FIRST 
SUNDAY SCHOOLS?

tobert Raikes, of England, is supposed to 
have established the first Sunday school as 
we understand it. The forerunner of the 
Sunday school is of very ancient origin, and 
dates back into the dim past beyond any 
records, but these early gatherings for Bi- 
ble study were not of the character as we 
understand Sunday schools today. 
Luther, in 1§27, established several Sunday 
schools in Germany for the instruction of 
children and youths in reading the Holy 
Scriptures, and in the latter half of the same 
century Cardinal Borromeo organized sim!- 
lar schools throughout Milan. 

The modern Sunday schools, however, as 
an institution are usually considered to have 
been founded by Robert Raikes, editor of the 
Gloucester “Journal,” in 1781. His object 
was to prevent the profanation of the Sab- 
bath by the children of the poorer classes, 
and he engaged several women to instruct 
such children as he should send to them 
on Sundays in reading and the catechism, 
paying each of. them a shilling for her day's 
work. His example was soon followed by 
other charitable persons, and in 1785 a so- 
ciety was formed for the encouragement 
of Sunday schools by pecuniary aid. 

This is the story as usually related of 
the founding of our noble institution, the 
Sunday school. , Investigators have taken 
away from Raikes considerable credit as to 
the idea having originated with him. There 
is pointed out to this day in Gloucestershire 
on St. Catherine street the house in which 
a Stinday school was established by Rev. 
Thomas Stock at least a@ year previous to 
1781. Many years ago a@ writer in a Glou- 


Martin : 
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cestershire newspaper concluded: “I look 
upon that old house in St. Catherine street 
as a sacred relic which should be carefully 
preserved. It should be valued by the cit- 
izens as sacred and carefully as Stratford 
appreciates and preserves the birthplace of 
Shakespeare. Will our mayor, will our cor- 
poration, will the church, of England clergy, 
will their congregations, will the citizens 
of Gloucester, permit the birthplace of Sun- 
day schools to be removed, desecrated or de- 
stroyed?” : 

But a still earlier mention: In the parish 
church at Brechin, Scotland, there is a tab- 
let bearing on this subject, so far as Scot- 
land is concerned, as follows: “Mr. Blain, 
about the year 1760, instituted a Sabbath 
evening school in Brechin, the first, it is 
believed, that was opened in Scotland.” 

From another source it would appear that 
Mr. Raikes was associated with Rev. Stock 
in this first Sunday school that was started 
in 1780, but through a disagreement as to 
the conducting he withdrew and established? 
one of his own, for there appeared in ag 
Gloucester paper on December 17, 1864, the 
following paragraph: i 

“The first Sunday school in Gloucester 
was opened in the year 1780, by Stock and 
Raikes jointly at the house of Mr. King ! 
St. Catherine’s Parish. Mr. King was stew 
ard to Mr. Pitt, sometime M. P. for this city 
and the house I allude to still stands. The 
second school was established by Mr. Raikes# 
who had deserted the first, in the parish o 
St. Mary de Crypt in Southgate street, an 
the third was opened at the back premises 
of No. 103 Northgate street by Mr. Stock 
singly.’ 

Rev. W. H. Havergal, a rector of the 
Church of England, who -investigated th 
subject very carefully, is responsible for th 
following statement: “Whatever be the is 
sue of the question, so far as Mr. Stoc 
and Mr. Raikes are concerned, there is 
town that can show that there was a Sun 
day school that was established in it ful 
fourteen years prior-to the formation 
the school or schools at Gloucester. In th 
year 1769 a Sunday school was commence 
by Mrs. Ball at High Wycémbe. She w: 
a lady of great piety and of rather unco 
mon earnestness in doing good. Her custor 
was to assemble as many as thirty or for 
children on Sunday morning, to hear thet 
read the scriptures and repeat the catechis 
preparatory to going to church. She eco 
tinued the s¢hool for many years and als 
met the children every Monday to instru 
them in the principles of Christianity.”

MELLEN'S RESIGNATION 
ACCEPTED BY DIRECTORS 


The Deposed Railroad President 
Feels Justified in Everything

New York, July 18.—Charies S. Mel- 
len’s resignation as president of the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford 
railroad was accepted by the directors 
this afternoon. The resignation is to 


be effecttve upon the appointment of 
his successor whose selection is left 
in the hands of a special committee. 

An official statement issued on Mr.

itation of want ads by the public. | 


The foliowing day another Atlanta paper, obviously in retaliation, announced that it would print 
advertising free, with some limitations, in a number of the most popular classifications. 


A classified advertiser in commenting upon the matter said yesterday with some pertinency “It’s 
The Constitution’s Move.” : . | 


The Constitution accepts the suggestion and announces that it 
STANDS PAT AND SMUDGES THE BET 


These two other newspapers are going to have a cat-fight. The result of every cat-fight is lots of 
loosened fur and more bad feeling. To mix the metaphors still further The Constitution is going to try to 
remain as an interested spectator to a somewhat unedifying spectacle. 


This cut-throat competitive situation may possibly demoralize the classified advertising busi- 
ness in Atlanta for the papers and the public alike. Now, The Constitution does not plead especially that 
it is holier than the two papers referred to. It does not entirely disclaim responsibility for nor deny par- 
ticipation in some of the competitive conditions which have preceded the present situation. It has at times 
“fought the devil with fire,” of which however it is none tooproud. Notso very long ago ina momentary 
frenzy it itself offered to print classified advertising free—which in the long run did it no good and its 


competitors no harm. : 


But it is tired of the jealousy-inspired competitive business warfare of which the kind now in prog- 
ress is a fair exampie, and it is not going to be a party to it. It can give away automobiles or print ad- 
vertising free as fast or as long as any other Atlanta newspaper. But that sort of thingis stupidly senseiess. 
Besides it does not relish the consciousness of having made a fool of itself. Its volume of classified ad- 
vertising, which is very large, can go hang, if its permanency is contingent upon such measures. 


But that is only the newspaper side of it. Most of the want ads produced by 
the false and artificial. stimulus of a frenzied prize contest, or inserted because space 
for them is free, are frivolous or pure fakes. They do not represent serious business 
messages to the public. They not only injure the effectiveness of purposeful want 
ads, but they mislead the public, destroying confidence in bona fide advertising. Only 
in recent years has advertising in general acquired full confidence and it isno favor 
to legitimate advertisers now to engender new distrust. 


For these and other less important reasons The Constitution is going to charge exactly the same 
rates for classified advertising as heretofore. “Phe other Atlanta papers can give an automobile with each 
ad or print them gratis on their first pages in red ink if they are so disposed. 


Lately, The Constitution has offered some cigars on Saturdays only for paid in advance ads. This 
amounted to a discount for cash rather than a prize. ‘The offer will not be repeated. 


After you have sought the pot of gold at the end of the rainbow in a prize contest and chased the 
will-o’-the-wisp of something for nothing in free advertising, come over to The Constitution, put your 
money on the counter (or we will credit you if you look good), insert your advertisement where there are 
no dead-heads, where every ad means business, and where you will reach the largest number of substantia! 
people seriously interested in your message. You will accomplish your purpose quicker and cheaper. 
You will likely feel better about it, anyway. This something-for-nothing business does not seem to set 


very well with a lot of. sensible people. IN 
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
